RAISES DUTY ON MOTORS 
FROM U.S.A. 


Rome, July 2. 

Informed circles here to-day 
declared. that ;Italy .is ‘taking the 
lead in the international fight 
against the hich American tariff 
schedules contained in the Hawley- 
Smoot law. 

Yesterday Italy’s, © customs 
officinis increased the duty . on 
American automobiles entering 
Italy, The increases’ range from 
160 per cent, to 250: per cent. 
depending wpon the weight of the 
motor car imported from’ the 
United: States. 

Spain, has. retaliated “against 
the American tariff schetlules and 
so, has Rrance. But with “the 
vigorous and apparently relentless 
leadership furnished now by’ the 
‘Government of Premier Benito 
Mussolini it ia expected that all 
countriés in Europe will erect 
high tariff barriers against Ameri- 
can. goods to get even with , the 
Hawley-Smoot law which makes 
it impossible for many European 
products to compete in the Ameri- 
can market. :
